During the recent thun- 
derstorm in Belfast, the peop:

and dwngers of lightning. Some 
maint opinions were an eran 

prevailing idea was that the 
presence about the person of a 
yiece of metal—a steel pocket 
nife or a watch-chain—was a 
source of d r because metal 
attracts lightning. This nd 
similar pular errors rénder 
some explanation of the scienti- 
fic ‘facts regarding electrical 
phenomena of interest. : 

Everyone knows that electri- 
city is of two kinds, called  po- 
sitive and negative, and that 
these mutually attract each oth- 
er. It requires friction and 
some kind of chemical action to 
separate the two from each cth- 
er and store an overplus of 
either in an insulated state. Cer- 
tain substances are good con- 
ductors of electricity, certain 
others are poor conductors, und 
again some others are ether 
very bad conductors or do not 
admit the passage of electrical 
eurrent at all. The last «are 
called imsulating substances; 
glass, amber, dry silk or cotton 
and certain gum = and rubber 
compositions are amony these. 
Metals such as gold, copper, 
iron or bronze, are good von 
ductors, copper especially. Lead,

away. People’ even imagine 
that glass winhows and mirrors 
attract lightning, that a raised 
umbrella out of doors is a 
source of danger, and go forth. 
There is on the other hand, fur 
greater danger from a severe 
wetting than there would be Ly 
keeping oneself by the pro- 
tection of a a umberella 
storm. But 
although the path of lightning 
is very erratic and unaccount- 
able, and the objects it may 
strike are often by no means 
theoretically (accordimg to the 
law of motion along the line of 
least resistance, ischarge 
from most prominent and direct 
points of discharge) the objects 
one should expect to be struck, 
there are things that it would 
be foolhardy to do during a 
thunderstorm. The proximity 
of towers and high buildings 
with lightning arresters shou 
be avoided. Give trees a wide 
berth, avoid  telegra poles, 
electrical wire st , wir 
fenoes, iron railings, mountain 
tops, and keep to low, open 
spaces or the shelter of the 
house. The danger of Nature’s 
most sublime and ‘terrible mani- 
festation will thus be minimiz- 
ed.
